Peking, Oct. 30.—The demand of 
the national assembly for a complete 
constitutional government has been 
acceded to by the throne. 
An im­ 
perial edict was issued today apolo­ 
gizing for the past neglect of the 
throne and granting an imm ediate 
constitution with a 
cabinet 
from 
which nobles .“ball be excluded. 
A 
second edict grants pardon to politi­ 
cal offenders connected 
with 
tho 
revolution of 1898 ami subsequent 
revolutions and to those compelled 
to join,in the present rebellion. Tho 
Imperial edict, which is from the 
hand of the emperor, Hstian-Tung, 
says: 
“ 1 have reigned three years and 
‘.»aye always acted conscientiously in 
the Interests of the people. 
But I 
have not employe! men properly, as 
1 am without political skill. 
When 
I urge reform officials and the gen­ 
try aeize the opportunity 
to 
em­ 
bezzle. 
Muc.t of the people’s money 
has been taken but nothing to bene- 
iit the people has been achieved. 
4,0 n several occasions edicts have 
promulgated laws, but none of them 
has been obeyed. 
The people 
are 
grumbling, yet I do not know. 
Dis­ 
asters loom ahead, but I do not see.” 
After referring to uprisings in var,-, 
ions nhvees, the edict continues: 
“The whole empire 
is 
seething. 
The .spirits of our nine deceased em- 
porers are unable to enjoy the sac­ 
rifice properly, while it is feared tja t 
the people will suffer grievously. 
* “All these things are 
my 
own 
fault, and I hereby announce to the 
world that 1 swear to reform and, 
with our soldiers and people, 
to 
carry out the constitution faithfully, 
modifying legislation, promoting the 
interests nf the people and abolish­ 
ing their hardships, all in accordance 
with their wishes and interests. The 
old laws that are unsuitable will be 
abolished. 
The union of the Man- 
chus and Chinese, mentioned by the 
late emperor, I shall carry out now. 
Finance and diplomacy have reached 
bedrock. 
'Even if all shall unite I 
fear that we may fall. 
If the em­ 
pire's subjects do not regard and do 
not honor fate and are easily misled 
by outlaws, then the future of China 
is unthinkable. 
1 am most anxious 
day an.! night. 
My only hope 
is 
that my subjects will thoroughly un­ 
derstand.” 
The throne promises to organize 
a cabinet without nobles forthwith.
